195. (original) The compound of claim 194, wherein the R4 phenyl is substituted 
with a -(C1-C6) alkyl group. 

196. (original) The compound of claim 195, wherein the -(Ci-C 6 ) alkyl group is a 
ter/-butyl group. 

197. (original) The compound of claim 195, wherein the -(Ci-C 6 ) alkyl group is an 
wo-propyl group. 

198. (currently amended) The compound of claim 194, wherein the R4 phenyl is 
substituted with a -CF 3 group. 

199. (currently amended) The compound of claim 194, wherein the R4 phenyl is 
substituted with a -OCF3 group. 

200. (original) The compound of claim 42, wherein: 

n is 0; 
m is 1; 
R 3 is -CH 3 ; 
Ri is -CH 3 ; and 
R4 is phenyl. 

201 . (original) The compound of claim 200, wherein the R4 phenyl is 
unsubstituted.
